IMPORTANT TO FARMERS. 


N intelligent gentleman ol Platte- 
kill, has communicated to us the follow. 
ing method to preferve Wheat from the 
ravages of the He/fian Fly, or what is of- 
ten termed the in/ec?. The little expence 
and trouble which is required to make the 
experiment, we hope will induce our far- 
mers to give it a fair trial. 


I take the falt and pickle, fays our in- 
formant, which can be fpared trom my 
meat tubs, and adding water fufflicient to 
foak my feed wheat, put in falt as long as 
the water will diffolve it. In this I foak 
the feed eight hours—then turn off the wa- 
ter and add as much ground plafter as will 
adhere to the kernels of the grein, For 
clayey Jand fubftitute lime for plefter. The 
grain fhould be harrowed in before it is 
‘dry. When my feed is thus prepared, 
continues our correfpondent, I have never 
failed of a crop, altho’ the adjoining field 
which was fown in the common way, has 
been fo far deftroyed as to induce me to 
plough it up for buckwheat. Buttermilk 
and water have been tried in the room of 
brine, but they do not produce any good 
effe@. I do not fow my feed thus prepar- 
ed until ater the equinoétial florm, from 


the o1fitothe 28th September, and have |

THE chief magifirate of every great 
nation ought, tor the honour of that nation, 
tor the enforcing due refpeét and obed:- 
ence to the laws, and fur the purpofes of 
general fecurity, to be invefled with every 
dignity which tends to excite reverence, 
and without the aftive intervention of the 
arm of the law to exa€t {ubmiffion, and 
reprefs too near approach. We do not 
mean this as applying to the man in his 
natural condition, or mere civil capacity, 
but as applying to his great office in which 
the whole majefty of the people is refle&ted 
as objeéts are in a mirror. It is idle ta 
fay that the people have rights, which it is 
treafon to violate, dignities, which it is 
guilt to treat with irreverance, and lewe 
which it is criminal to difebey, ift the great 
depofitory of thofe their high properties, 
the ark of their focial covenants, the focus 
in which every ray of their wifdom and 
power are concentrated, is net rendered 
facred, and defended from the prophane 
touch of vulgar vice, by awe, by revere 
ence, and by power. That great fanftua- 
ry ought never to be defiled ; becaufe the 
very foul, the effential effence of all that 
is great, valuable, or eftimable in the peo- 
ple, in their corporate ftate, is in that cafe 
defiled alfo, and the luftre of the nation 
which fhould be kept eternally newand 
bright, and untouched even by a breath, is 
full: ed, and blurred incurably. In this 
cafe the perfon who reprefents the majef- 
ty of the people is allowed no difcretion, 
no arbitrary will. Ifhe has been tn the 
habit of not refpe€ting himfelf, the law 
fhould c.mpel him to refpeét his iacred of-- 
fice. It he is inthe habits of a low, grofs, 
orvulgar kind, the law fhould compel him 
to relinquith them, or forfeit bis oflice.— 
Even in cafes morally ant iocent, where 
habits or particular aéts indicative only of 
meannefs, an nm thing worfe, ere difclof. 
ed, the peifon fo forgettul of his dut 
theuld be made toremember ard pertorm 
it, not only wih the fcoeurge of fatire, but 
with the long and flrong arm of the law, 
invefled with a proper inflrume nt of pen- 
aity. That this is in the comitemp!ation of

our conftitution is obvious from the cir-' 
cumflances that the provifion made for the 
Prefident of the United’ Szates is in a cert" 
tain degree proportioned to the dignity of 
that office. In out opinions, however, 
much lefs than the people owe it to them- 
selves to beftow upon the very important 
purpofe of cloathing the ‘confervatory of 
their rights, with all the grandeur that be- 
comes that awful and auguft office. Ii 
the conftitution gives five’ and twenty 
thouland dollars a yearto the Prefident, he 
infults them, offends the feelings, and 
brings abluth into the cheek of fenfe, it he 
defcends to a&ts which inthe eye of infirm 
human nature always aypear degrading to 
the opulent, becaulethey are the fruits of 
penury.and inferiority. It for inftance 
the chief magiftrare and high executive 
head of this great country, were to drefs 
with fhabby frugality, whether real or af- 
fegied, to ridexo Congrefs without an at- 
tendant, and hitching his horfe’s bridie on 
a neg, leave it to ftand there while he him- 
fe:f is employed.in the public difcharge ot 
his great truft (and we have beea affured 
that {uch things have happened) then we 
fay he has fo tar lowered his office. The 


-man it is true is harmiefs in the a&t, but 


the magiflrate is wrong; and though noth- 
ing is tarther from our thoughts than the 
idea that fucha deed would be deferving 
of penaliy, we do maintain that it is great- 
ly reprehenfible. In fhort every thing that 
tends to cheapen the authority of the mag- 
ifirate in vulgar eflimation, or to lower it 
in the public refpeét and efleem, is injuri- 
ous to the public, and highly faulty in bim 
who does it. 

If then this great and majeftic ofhce— 
this emanation of the public fovereignty, is 
injurioufly affe&ted by lapfes fo trivial, what 
muft be the injury, what the offence, wha: 
the defilement, what the infult, and what 
the degradation, which the office and the 
public undergo if the perfon in whom itis 
depofiied is crimfoned with the guilt of a 
deed which the laws pronounce murder, 
though they foffer themi{elves to lie a dead 
letter, and pander away their power to a 
wicked, an irrational, an atrocious, and a 
barbarous bloody Gathic fafhion. We.do 
not fey this with a view toany efle& upon 
the paft. To fentence aman upon ex po/ 
jade laws would be criminal ; to revive a 
law which a bad, a pernicious cuftom, has 
permitted to lumber, while thoufends_af 


violations have pafied unpunifhe by_ its } 


fide, would be abominable. Whatwe fay 
is intended to bear only upon the futare ;

an unacquitted att of wilful and deliberate 
homicide ? 

On the fubje&. of .duelling we mean to 
enlarge—we mean to blow up into a holy 
flamé; upon the altar of God, of religion, 
and every latent fpark of his {pirit, that 
lies.dormant end {mothered with afhes, in 
the bofom of our countrymen, till the dark 
being difpelied, they fee the way about 
them, and run as from a fhower olf fire, a 
voicano, er an earthquake, from a mean, 
bafe, degrading, wicked, cowardly vice ; 
a vice which, whether confidered in its mo- 
tives or its confequences, viewed with a 
relation to the offence againit God, the in- 
jury to man, and the general moral turpt- 
tude in the abftra@, or eflimated with re- 
gard to thofe who moft pra€tice it,, is one 
which a man of a proud and noble mind 
wonld fhan. Look round, readers—make 
an average of duellifts, and then eftimate 
the quality of the vice by the charaéter of 
its perpetrators. Gamblers, cut-throats, 
lbighway robbers, men of lives fo profligace 
that contamination is fuppofed to attend 
them, and all who touch them—B/acé- 
legs, as they are called—thofe are the per- 
fons by whom nine-tenths of the duels in 
the world are faught. Cowards, abjeé 
cowards, have taught. 
henour, whofe examples are to be follow- 
ed forfooth, to the violation of ali laws, 
human and divine—of the laws of religion, 
juttice, humanity, and we will add, true 
honour.
